Telegraphic orders have been sent to 
the recruiting officers in charge ot the 
receiving ships at New York, Philadel- 
phia and Norfolk authorizing them to 
make the enlistments Immediately. 

These enlistments arc In addition to 
thiaie previously authorised to complete 
the cre#s of the monitors PliHtan hnd 
Terror and the dispatch boat Dolphin. 
In each case it was specified that the 
recruits shoold he dtlMDS ot the Ual- 
ted States.

'The order to fire was given— by 
whom we do not know — but was none 
too soon, for the bead of the charging 
column had rushed within IS teet of 
the deputies' line bafoM the attack 
was repulsed."

They were all armed with 
clubs and stones and some had re- 
volvers." 

Mrs. Elita Grace of Harwood said 
her hnsband ran Into the bnish when 
he heard the strikers were approach- 
ing.

It Has Caralyzod the Wnolon Hat Inilnstry 
(■'actorieN to Make Far (ioods. 

RiADi.vii, Pens-., Feb. 20.— Iligh tariff 
rates in the Dingley bill is killiug tbe 
wool hatting indaatry,one of tbe greatest 
in this aeetion. Reading is ono nf thp 
centers of the trade in tbe I'niteil States 
Here there are a dozen large factories, 
employing over l.HOO bands. lOacb suc- 
cessive tariff bill has put up tbe rates on 
imported wools, but tbe manufacturen 
have l>een unable to maintain prices. 

Four firms arenowbnUding annexes to 
their fai'tories, and will go into the mak- 
ing of fur bats, with wool bats as a side 
icsne. With the exception of one grade 
the fur cotnos to this country free of duty. 
Australia sends moat of it. It is clipped 
from the hides of millions of rabbits 
killed in that country. > 

Big sums are now being spent in new 
machinery, and the batters will be com- 
pelled to learn practically a new trade. 
They formerly made from $75 to $125 a 
ui oiitb, but their earnineis have dropped 
GO per cent. Where manufacturers form- 
erly received tl8 to t24 a dozen for wool 
liats tlicv i;et ?l.')'1tn ?1. Tlicy say they 
are unable to sell ilieir product at profit- 
able figures, with high tariff on wool, as 
au'iiinst the turhat, wliere there is hardly 
a taritl on tht- raw material. 

Several years apo they endeavored to 
form a trust, and combine all tbe wool 
hat factories of the country in one pool to 
bolster prices, but this failed, and now an 
entire revolution is being effected in the 
trade. Outside of the Reading district 
there are wool liat factories in New York 
and MusBacliusetts, and it is expected 
that they will soon make the change.
